WASHINGTON (UPI) — An ex plo sio n o f un- 
determined o rijo fin demo lished a reinfo rced co n­ 
crete building Friday niffht at the Indian Head, 
Md., nav al pro pellant plant near here and killed 
fiv e technician» who were mix ing materials used 
in ro cket and missile fuel. 
The blast threw parts o f bo dies o v er a wide area, 
Cmdr. Russell Ward, ex ecutiv e o fficer o f the plant, 
said. Tho se killetj were all civ ilians. No o ne else 
was in the building at the time. 
Identificatio n o f the v ictims was withheld pend­ 
ing no tificatio n o f kin. 
Ward estimated the damag e to the 4 0 by 60 fo o t 
o ne sto ry building at $2 00,000. He said the build­ 
ing was a pilo t plant fo r manufacture o f hig h en­ 
erg y ro cket and missile fuels. 
The blast o ccurred at 6 p. m. EDT. Ward said it 
was impo ssible to determine the cause immedi­ 
ately , but he said an inv estig atio n has been 
started. No fire fo llo wed the blast.

Co unting repay ment o f debts by West Ger­ 
many , The Netherlands and the Philippines, the 
United States balance o f internatio nal pay ments 
was in the black in the seco nd quarter o f 19 6 1 
fo r the first time in fo ur y ears. 
But the three pay ments, to taling $6 5 0 mil­ 
lio n, are no n-recurring items. Witho ut these, 
the balance sho wed a slightly wo rsening deficit. 
The lo ss in the seco nd quarter amo unted to 
abo ut $45 0 millio n co mpared with the first quar­ 
ter deficit o f $28 8 millio n and $7 06 millio n in 
the seco nd quarter o f 19 6 0. The series o f mo v es 
taken by bo th the Eisenho wer and Kennedy 
administratio ns to ho ld do wn the deficit hav e 
had so me effect. 
The increase in the seco nd quarter deficit 
is attributed principally to declining ex po rts and 
rising impo rts. Furthermo re, the demand fo r 
fo reign go o ds is likely to rise with eco no mic 
reco v ery in this co untry . 
Ano ther significant facto r in the balance 
deficit is the flo w o f inv estment funds fro m 
these sho res. Sho rt-term mo ney is no t the pro b­ 
lem that it was a y ear ago when the mo v ement 
to Euro pe was unusually heav y , partly due to 
gro undless rumo rs o f the do llar's rev aluatio n.

It /Makes No Sense 


The strike of the^etropolKan Opera musicians may 
be settled before this is printed, but the subject require! 
discussion just the same. The musicians of the Metro- 
twlitan Opera have demanded an increase of from $170 


^ 
0 $248 a week, with a decrease of performances from 
seven to six weekly. This demand was made despite 
the fact that the total deficit of the Opera last y ear 
was $840,000. If business is business when there is 
a 
deficit of this magnitude the irface must sooner or later 
close down. 
K can be argued that if a man works on a job 
he is entitled to the pay he can get despite deficiU. 
But that does not hold for an opera company which 
always produces a deficit. As a matter of fact, many 
of the subscribers, in addition to paying fcK’ their seats, 
make a contribution to cut down the deficit. This can­ 
not go on forever. 
A musician does not earn as much as many truck 
drivers, but then he has freedom of choice. He can 
atop playing the bassoon and get a job as a truck 
driver and join Mr. Hoffa's unitm. 


This characteristic o f a free so ciety , aamely , 
that a n iu eho Mes his o wa way o f life aad safferi 
the co nseqaeaces o f his cho ice, is to o <Mtca fo rgo ttea 
these day s. All fiddlers start o ut mo re o r less the 
to me ho t o ne beco mes a Krelsler o r aa Elmaa aad 
ano ther play s sweet mv slc la a dark restaaraat. All 
to rts o f facto rs eater into this o ne fact la life. 
To scanini play ed a cello ; Mo ateax play ed a rio Ua; 
Ko ttssev itiky play ed a bass fiddle —hat these mea 
’ became great co adacto rs, amMg the greatest o f idl 
time. Who caa ex plain why Mo aart eo ald play the 
piano at three y ears o f age o r that Beetho v ea co aid 
co mpo se the wo rld’s mo at glo rio as mask ta spite 
ef being deaf? 


Those who play in the Metropolitan Orchestra must 
be excellent musicians just as those who sing in the 
chorus possess fine quality but there was only one 
Caruso, one Farrar, one Schumann-Heink, only one 
Chaliapin. There are no choruses of such voices or of 
such actors. 
The Metropolitan is not a burlesque show and can- 
not find artists in the honky-tonks. Its sUrs are dif­ 
ficult to discover, tt is true that sometimes a wonder 
is found in a Rumanian restaurant or in a movie house 
but this happens so rarely that it makes news.* Gener­ 
ally the stars are hard-drilled artists who come by their 
positions through Herculean labors. Whereas it is pos­ 
sible to find a dozen second violinists, it is not easy to 
find one great tenor or one glorious baritone. This 
takes constant searching and seeking and among opera 
houses there is a constant competition for ^ 
^ s t. 
Eurwean opera houses have government subsidies 
whiCT help cover the high cost of stars. 


What has happened Is that the mnskians* ualo a 
began to make Its co mpro mises to o late and many 
o f the best stars made o ther co mmltmenU. Of 
co urse, sho uld the strike be setUed, tt might be 
po ssible fo r Rudo lph Bing to find y o ung Americans 
o r y o ung Euro peans who co uld step fo rward. It 
might be a wo nderful o ppo rtunity fo r a y o ung man 
o r y o ung wo man.

Last Sunday, I heard such a baritone who sang 
^ ^ e rlioz ’s “Romeo et Juliette” at Tanglewood. You may 
recall that the very end of this operatic symphony 
deals with the reconciliation of the two quarrelsome 
households. It is such music as can only come from 
Heaven and Donald Gramm. the baritone, sang like 
an angel. 
Something happened to that audience of 
several thousand. During the performance, the silence 
was as powerful as the music and when Charles Munch 
put down his baton, the huge audience rose, as one 
man, and cheered as though somehow they had broken 
through all the miseries of this era and had found the 
road to an armistice and peace. True an orchestra and 
a chorus helped to produce this glorious music, but 
certain artists stood out because art is individual. 
I must have gone to many hundreds of concerts in 
my day but I never encountered an emotional ex­ 
perience like this. It was not superb; it was grandilo­ 
quent and one felt small as before a giant sequoia. 
Munch embraced the young baritone as each of us 
wanted to. Genius can be found but it does not bargain 
for bread.

EN ROLTE FROM EUROPE - 
The most impcwlant problem that 
faces the United States govern­ 
ment today is how to communi­ 
cate with other people around 
the world. 
There is no lack of radio or 
mail or press facilities. It it not 
a matter of funds, nor altogether 
a problem of getting the right 
personnel for such an institution 
as the United States Information 
Agency. It it a matter of con­

The overseas broadcasts today 
from America are defensive and 
often seem to be in the pussyfoot 
cat^ory , instead of the militant 
kind.

of 
Anoerica'’ is ina d ^ a te and not 
as effective as it could be. It 
is doing some things well and 
others poorly. It, of course, needs 
more funds from Congress to im­ 
prove its work — the Russians 
spend miUions where we spend 
pranks. But, above all else, it 
needs a recognition by *h* pr--‘- 
drat and Congress that the task 
cannot be left to subordinaiec lO 
fulfill on the basis (rf directives 
fitfully supplied in a b<h1 of hap­ 
hazard way through a fluctuating 
diplomacy.

There is sometimes, moreover, 
a tendency to give a “kft wing” 
twist to many items, and there

America. There is constant apol­ 
ogy, too, for various defects in 
the American sy stem, without an 
effort to explain that even racial 
problems must be handled by con­ 
stitutional law and not by mobs. 
It is tragic that American ideals

Victims of ringworm of the 
scalp should cut, clip, 
o r shave 
the hair at weekly intervals while 
undergoing

Some physicians suggest surgical 
removal of the entire nail shortly 
after the drug is started.

locaticm of the lesions. Thus tinea 
capitis is the ordinary ringworm 
of the scalp that afflicts so many 
children. Tinea barbae is involve­ 
ment of the beard, better known 
as barber’s itch. 
Tinea cruris 
affects the groin and tinea cor­ 
poris, other parts of the boay. 
Tinea pedis (athlete's foot) is the 
most common fungal disease. 
The names of the ringworm 
micro-organisms are even more 
difficult to spell and pronounce. 
All are related but tend to stay 
in their own back y ard. 
Those 
that favor the feet, for example, 
seldom attack the scalp or chest, 
and vice versa. 


EXPOSED TO TB 
S. K. writes: My 16 y ear old 
son had the patch test at school 
and it came out positive. We had 
his lungs X-rayed but they are 
normal. 
Can you explain this to 
worried parents? 
REPLY 
His positive skin test means he 
has bran exposed to tuberculosis 
but the X-ray showed there is no 
demonstrable lesion. The situation 
is comparable to the parable in 
the Bible. “Some srad fell cm good 
soil. . . . ” The micro-organisms 
entered the body but the X-ray 


showed they did not take root. 
A repeat X-ray is suggested three 
months frwn now. 


GASTRITIS 
E. Z. writes: What treatment is 
given for gastritis?

The condition is treated in much 
the same way as peptic ulcer. It 
requires a bland, non-irritating 
diet, alkalis to reduce acidity, and 
drugs that relieve spasm and les­ 
sen anxiety.

I asked Andre Sonier, the direc- 
teur <rf the Hotel Carlton rad one 
of the leading lights in the build­ 
ing of the Cannes new y acht club, 
that question. 
“They go to the i^ands fra 
breakfast,” said Sraier. ¿ ‘Takes 
about ten minutes. That figures 
out to about $500 a mile.” 
You can hardly ask for a bet­ 
ter ^ t u s symbol than tiiat. $500 
a mile is extraordinary status. 
But not the ultimate in status. 
Probably the ultimate in status is 
Niardios’s 
huge 
and 
beautiful 
sailing ship, die Creole, which is 
tied up at Villefranche, and al­ 
most never sails anywhere be­ 
cause it requires such an enor­ 
mous crew that there is no room 
left for passengers.

Of course, you can cover the 
same ground by car in fifteen 
minutes but without the exquisite 
pleasure o f its costing you $1,000 
a day . Then, of course, there’s 
Lady Docker, who is a rather 
special 
case. 
She 
can 
cruise 
around the Riviera rai her big 
boat which requires a crew of 
thirty to minister to the wants of 
twelve which is all it sleeps. But 
she can’t get off. Next to a boat 
that is tied to a bit of ground and 
never goes anywhere, a boat that 
can go sranewhere but is not per­ 
mitted to touch shore is even 
more extravagantly useless. 
Still, they ’re such pretty toys 
that I must confess I’d rush to 
buy one, too, if I could afford it. 
Thank God, I can’t, thus being 
saved the wear and tear of think­ 
ing of something to do with the 
craft every day. Still, I’m de­ 
voured by curiosity about what 
one gets out of a y acht to repay 
one for the money and anguish 
one puts in it. So I asked Fritz 
Lowe, co-author of “My Fair 
Lady ” and “Camelot” and other 
entertainments, and one <rf the 
latest addicts of yachting. 
“I think if you’re inclined to 
the sea at all, it’s the dream of 
every boy to own a y acht and sail 
off to tte South Seas,” said Mr. 
Lowe. “If you’re exposed to living 
00 a boat for a while, yrai’re go­ 


ing to catch it. sure as measles. 
One boy who had no interest at 
all in the sea is me. Now I’m mad 
about it.” 
Lowe rented the Fatima, an 
eighty-ton sailing y acht for two 
summers, and he’s so crazy about 
it, he plans to buy it and remodel 
it. What, I asked, are the greatest 
pleasures o f yachting? 
“Pulling away from shore and 
leaving everyraic behind.” 
sa id 
Mr. 
Lowe promptly. 
“What a 
thrill! I don’t have a ship-to-shore 
telephone, so no one can get to 
me at all. 1 don’t like telephones. 
Bad news I don’t want to hear. 
Good news I no longer need. Then 
there's the sheer beauty of this 
coastline seen from a boat. You 
never see it that way frran land. 
It’s a dream come true. ’Hi« 
greatest luxury imaginable.” 
What, I a sk ^ , are some of tho 
unfortunate aspects of y achting? 
“If the co6k and the captain 
are bad. you got a bad boat. Or 
if they don’t 
alrag. No m at­ 
ter how much it costs ra how 
beautiful it looks, you got a Ibad 
boat.” He added hastily , “I’ve 
heard it frran (Rhers. It’s never 
happened with me.” 
“Then there’s the lazy captain.** 
he shuddered. “You get up in the 
morning. It’s a beautiful day . You 
say , ‘Let’s go to Corsica.’ The 
captain stares off at the horizon, 
^ a k e s his head, and say s, ‘Some­ 
thing is codcing up over there.* 
You can’t see any thing but how 
can you call y our captain a liar? 
So you don’t go.” 
(H corase, the marvellous and 
terrible thing about any status 
symbol is that there’s no end to 
it. You work rad slave all y our 
life to own a y acht. Finally , you 
have it — raly to discover smne 
(R the very best peq;>le have two 
y achts. 
As a matter of fact, there’s an 
even greater status symbol than 
owning a y adR which is not ow n­ 
ing a y acht — like Jack Warner 
or Prince Karim, two of the Riv­ 
iera’s most celebrated non-yacht 
owners, who are so rich they 
don’t need y achts to proclaim it. 
But, of course, you have to b« 
fearfully rich to be able to afford 
no y acht at all.

FIVE TECHNICIANS 
DIE IN EXPLOSION 
^ I AT INDIAN HEAD 


W A S H IN G T O N (ITM) — An explosion of un­ 
determined origin demolished a reinforced con­ 
crete building Friday night at the Indian Head, 
Md., naval propellant plant near here and killed 
five technicians who were m ixing materials u^ed 
in rocket and missile fuel. 
The blast threw parts of bodies over a wide area, 
Cmdr. Russell Ward, executive officer of the plant, 
said.

Food Prices 
Boost Living 
Costs In July

W ASHINGTON (UP!) - Record 
high food prices pushed living 
costs to an all-time peak last 
month, the Labor Department re­ 
ported Friday. Middle income city 
families paid $12.81 for the same 
goods and services that cost $10 
in 1947-49. 
Officials predicted prices would 
stay at the record level or per­ 
haps climb higher this month, 
then 
rise again 
in September. 
They said manufacturers and re­ 
tailers who cut prices or held 
them steady during the recession 
now were boosting them. 
The government s price index 
rose by four-tenths of one per 
cent in July — considered a large 
one-month increase — to a record 
128 I per cent of the 1947-49 aver­ 
age. 
Sharp price boosts for fresh 
fruits, vegetables and eggs and 
lesser increases for pork and milk 
pushed food costs to their first 
record in thro** years. Markups on 
gasoline, 
sporting 
goods, 
used 
cars and women s clothing also 
contributed to the July jump. 
The take home pay of a factory 
worker w ith three dependents was 
$83.54 in July, a dip of 20 cents 
from June. 
Gasoline prices rose 1.2 per cent 
as several price wars ended. How­ 
ever. they -till were below I960 
levels "reflecting ample supplies 
and 
strong 
competitive

Used car prices climbed 7.5 per 
cent above the July, 1960, level. 
Hospitalization insurance costs 
also rose, as they have in almost 
every month recently, But the 
overall increase in medical costs 
was tempered by lower medicine 
prices.

Counting repayment of debts by West Ger­ 
many, The Netherlands and the Philippines, the 
United States balance of international payments 
was in the black in the second quarter of 1961 
for the first time in four years. 
But the three payments, totaling $650 mil­ 
lion, are non-recurring items. 
Without these, 
the balance showed a slightly worsening deficit. 
The loss in the second quarter amounted to 
about $450 million compared with the first quar­ 
ter deficit of $288 million and $706 million in 
the second quarter of 1960. The series of moves 
taken by both the Eisenhower and Kennedy 
administrations to hold down the deficit have 
had some effect. 
The increase in the second quarter deficit 
is attributed principally to declining exports and 
rising imports. 
Furthermore, the demand for 
foreign goods is likely to rise with economic 
recovery in this country. 
Another significant factor in the balance 
deficit is the flow of investment funds from 
these shores. Short-term money is not the prob­ 
lem that it was a year ago when the movement ‘ 
to Europe was unusually heavy, partly due to 
groundless rumors of the dollar s revaluation. 
But the Commerce Department reported that 
“other capital flows*’ during the second quarter 
probably increased. 
That is, longer-term American money in 
quantity is still going out of the country in search 
of higher interest rates.

It Makes No Sense 


The strike of ^^M etropolitan Opera musicians may 
be settled before this is printed, but the subject requires 
discussion just the same. The musicians of the Metr<v 
>litan Opera have demanded an increase of from UTO 
lo $248 a week, with a decrease of performances from 
seven to six weekly. This demand was made despite 
the fact that the total deficit of the Opera last year 
was $840 OOO. If business is business when there is a 
deficit of this magnitude the place must sooner or later 


close down. 
It can be argued that if a man works on a job 
he is entitled to the pay he can get despite deficits. 
But that does not hold for an opera company which 
always produces a deficit. As a m atter of fact, many 
of the subscribers, in addition to paying for their seats, 
make a contribution to cut down the deficit. This can­ 
not go on forever. 
A musician does not earn as much as many truck 
drivers, hut then be has freedom of choice. 
He can 
stop playing the bassoon and get a job as a truck 
driver and join Mr. Hoffa's union. 


This characteristic of a free society, namely, 
that a man chooses his own way of life and suffers 
the consequences of his choice, is too often forgotten 
these days. All fiddlers start out more or less the 
same but one becomes a Kreialer or an Kl rn an and 
another plays sweet musie in a dark restaurant. All 
sorts of factors enter into this one fact in life. 
Toscanini played a cello; Monteuk played a violin; 
Koussevitzky played a bass fiddle — but these men 
* became great conductors, among the greatest of all 
time. Who ran explain why Moxart could play the 
piano at three years of age or that Beethoven could 
compose the world s most glorious music in spite 
of being deaf? 


Those who play in the Metropolitan Orchestra must 
be excellent musicians just as those who sing in the 
chorus possess fine quality but there was only one 
Caruso, one Farrar, one Schumann-Hemk, only one 
Chaliapin 
There are no choruses of such voices or of 
such actors. 
The Metropolitan is not a burlesque show and can­ 
not find artists in the honky-tonks. Its stars are dif­ 
ficult to discover. It is true that sometimes a wonder 
is found in a Rumanian restaurant or in a movie house 
but this happens so rarely that it makes news.* Gener­ 
ally the stars are hard-drilled artists who come by their 
positions through Herculean labors. Whereas it is pos­ 
sible to find a dozen second violinists, it is not easy to 
find one great tenor or one glorious baritone. 
This 
takes constant searching and seeking and among opera 
houses there is a constant competition for the best. 
European opera houses have government subsidies 
whi<4i help cover the high cost of stars. 


What has happened is that the musicians' union 
began to make its compromises too late and many 
of the best stars made other commitments. Of 
course, should the strike be settled, it might be 
possible for Rudolph Bing to find young Americans 
or young Europeans who could step forward.

Munch embraced the young baritone as each of us 
wanted to. Genius can be found but it does not bargain 
for bread.

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MOSCOW—My last stop before 
going behind the Iron Curtain was 
Sweden—a country with an amaz­ 
ing governmental mixture. It is a 
monarchy under King Gustav VI, 
still retains the trappings of nobil­ 
ity, has been run by labor govern­ 
ments for nearly 30 years, yet re­ 
tains private enterprise for 90 
per cent of its business. 
Despite the glitter of a mon­ 
archy Sweden is one of thr purest 
democracies in Europe—and one 
of the most frugal. When Queen 
Elizabeth 
of 
England 
visited 
Stockholm four years ago. she 
was received with all the pomp of 
ancient 
royalty. 
But when the 
Swedish Labor Cabinet arrived in 
the middle of the ceremony to 
greet her. they piled out of two 
cars supplied by the Post Office 
and the Bureau of Prisons. No one 
in the Cabinet could afford a car, 
and no Cabinet member at that 
time was supplied a government 
car as a perquisite of high office. 
Another 
paradox: 
Sweden 
is 
rated one of the leading welfare 
states of Europe. It has a system 
of 
socialized 
medicine 
which 
would make the American Medi­ 
cal Association go into hysterics. 
The system even includes travel 
cost to the nearest hospital and 
airplane fare to the nearest medi­ 
cal specialist. 


Yet Sweden has one of the 
wealthiest crop of businessmen in 
Europe 
The villas of successful 
Swedish industrialists and mer- 


America s Public Relations Needs New Look 


EN ROLTE FROM EUROPE - 
The most important problem that 
faces the United States govern­ 
ment today is how to communi­ 
cate with other people around 
the work!. 
There is no lack of radio or 
mail or press facilities. It is not 
a m atter of fund*, nor altogether 
a problem of getting the right 
personnel for such an institution 
as the United States Information 
Agency. It is a m atter of con­ 
structive and well-thought-out pol­ 
icy and concentration in a cour­ 
ageous way cm simple objectives 
in the great crusade to win the 
hearts and minds of people in 
other lands. 
The overseas broadcasts today 
from America are defensive and 
often seem to be in the pussyfoot 
category, instead of the militant 
kind. TTsis isn't the fault of the 
“ Voice of America” but of some 
misguided 
policy 
directives 
of 
past years. 
Consequently, 
the 
“Voice 
of 
America” is inadequate and not 
as effective as it could he. It 
is doing some things well and 
others poorly. It, of course, needs 
more funds from Congress to im­ 
prove its work — the Russians 
spend millions where we spend 
pennies. But, above all else, it 
needs a recognition by ‘h* P-*- ;- 
dent and Congress that the task 
cannot he left to subordinate iO 
fulfill on the basis of directives 
fitfully supplied in a sort of hap­ 
hazard way through a fluctuating 
diplomacy. 
What the United States govern­ 
ment needs is a man of Cabinet 
stature to sit alongside the Presi­ 
dent and spend his whole time on 
what might be called “ the public 
relations of the United States." 
What’s needed is someone who 
has had actual contact through 
diplomacy or other wise with the 
peoples of Latin-American coun­ 
tries, 
Asian 
countries. 
Middle 
Eastern countries and European 
countries — someone with com-

mon sense who understands the 
psychology of foreign peoples. He 
can have beside him plenty of 
specialists in communications and 
in the customs 
of 
the 
foreign 
press, but he needs above all 
to be able to advise the President 
and his Cabinet as to how what 
is currently happening abroad is 
affected by American action and 
how suggested American policies 
would be received in other coun­ 
tries. 
Nor is communication a prob­ 
lem altogether of mechanical fa­ 
cilities. As much, if not more, 
can be accomplished by indirect 
contact 
with 
foreign 
countries 
through word-of-mouth — by con­ 
versations with key persons in 
other lands. This m eans more 
contacts by our own diplomats 
with important persons not wily 
in the press but rn other walks 


of life in each country. It means 
an organized and not a casual 
effort. In a total sense, it means 
reaching through to the heart of 
the 
people 
whose 
friendship 
America seeks. 
Improvement of the “Voice of 
America” broadcasts is impera­ 
tive. One wonders why so little 
time is given on these programs 
to news and serious subjects in 
the news, and why so much time 
is consumed on rock-and-roll mu­ 
sic or highbrow- lectures, some of 
which see me 
to 
apologize 
for 
America's free-enterprise system. 
This writer has been listening 
by shortwave radio nearly every 
night for years, both at home and

Sim­ 
ple expressions are better for the 
radio than the phraseology and 
big words of overcondensed press* 
association dispatches. 
As for editorial commentaries 
that are supposed to reflect Amer­ 
ican public opinion, the selection 
by the “ Voiee of Am erica” is not 
representative of the American 
press at ail. Rarely are any news­ 
papers in the Midwest quoted, and 
rarely are some of the best pro­ 
nouncements in Congress spread 
around the world. 
There is sometimes, moreover, 
a tendency to give a “ left wing" 
twist to many items, and there 
is at times an indifference to the 
conservative point 
of 
view in 
America. There is constant apol­ 
ogy. too, for various defects in 
the American system, without an 
effort to explain that even racial 
problems must be handled by con­ 
stitutional law and not by mobs. 
It is tragic that American ideals 
are so little 
expounded, 
while 
American shortcomings 
are 
so

emphasized.

problem of communication in for­ 
eign policy needs a new look.

MONTE CARLO 
The longest and most unlikely 
sight in the lovely yacht harbor 
here is the Shemara. the 800-ton 
yacht of Lady Docker. Lady Doc­ 
ker, as I guess everyone now 
knows, is not allowed ashore, not 
only in Monte Carlo but anywhere 
on the Riviera, a penalty for hav­ 
ing offended Prince Rainier. How­ 
ever. the Shem ara is under char­ 
ter to a moneybags named Se- 
menenko for a reported $2,000 a 
day. Since the ban on the Dockers 
does not extend to their boat, it 
is tied up here. 
It s been a long tim e since J. P. 
Morgan was asked how much it 
costs to run a yacht. His cele­ 
brated answer, “ Anyone w*ho asks 
that 
question 
can't 
afford 
it," 
seems out of date. The other day 
there were 535 yachts in Cannes 
harbor, so obviously quite a lot of 
people can afford it. Well, maybe 
not afford it. Anyhow they do it. 
But what do you get for $2,000 
a day? Actually, you don’t have 
to rent the Dockers’ yacht. You 
can get quite a nice yacht for as 
little as $1,000 a day. So there 
you sit at $1,000 a day on your 
rented yacht. What happens next? 
I asked Andre Sonier, the direc­ 
t e r of the Hotel Carlton and one 
of the leading lights in the build­ 
ing of the Cannes new yacht club, 
that question. 
“They go to the 
islands for 
breakfast," said Sonier. ^ ‘Takes 
about ten minutes. That figures 
out to about $500 a m ile." 
You can hardly ask for a bet­ 
ter status symbol than that. $500 
a mile is extraordinary* status. 
But not the ultim ate rn status. 
Probably the ultimate in status is 
Niarchos's 
huge 
and 
beautiful 
sailing ship, the Creole, which is 
tied up at Villefranche, and al­ 
most never sails anywhere be­ 
cause it requires such an enor­ 
mous crew that there is no room 
left for passengers. A sailing ship 
that doesn't sail hut simply lies 
there, eating up money, can hard­ 
ly he -improved on in the status 
line. 
There s another yacht here, the 
Dulsol 
III. 
which 
plies 
from 
Cannes to Eden Rock and back. 
Of course, you can cover the 
same ground by car in fifteen 
minutes but without the exquisite 
pleasure of its costing you $1,000 
a day. Then, of course, th eres 
Lady Docker, who is a rather 
special 
case. 
She 
can 
cruise 
around the Riviera on her big 
boat which requires a crew of 
thirty to minister to the wants of 
twelve which is all it sleeps. But 
she can’t get off Next to a boat 
that is tied to a bit of ground and 
never goes anywhere, a boat that 
can go somewhere but is not per­ 
mitted to touch shore is even 
more extravagantly useless. 
Still, they’re such pretty toys 
that I must confess I’d rush to 
buy one. too. if I could afford it. 
Thank God. I can’t, thus being 
saved the wear and tear of think­ 
ing of something to do with the 
craft every day. Still, I’m de­ 
voured by curiosity about what 
one gets out of a yacht to repay 
one for the money and anguish 
one puts in it. So I asked Fritz 
Lowe, 
co-author 
of 
“ My 
Fair 
Lady" and “Camelot’* and other 
entertainments, and one of the 
latest addicts of yachting. 
“I think if you’re inclined to 
the sea at all, it’s the dream of 
every boy to own a yacht and sail 
off to the South Seas." said Mr. 
Lowe. "If you’re exposed to living 
on a boat for a while, you’re go­ 


ing to catch it, sure as measles. 
One boy who had no interest at 
all in the sea is me. Now* I ’m mad 
about it." 
Lowe rented the Fatim a, an 
eighty-ton sailing yacht for two 
sum m ers, and he’s so crazy about 
it, he plans to buy it and remodel 
it. What, I asked, are the greatest 
pleasures of yachting? 
“ Pulling away from shore and 
leaving everyone behind," said 
Mr. 
Lowe promptly. 
“ What 
a 
thrill? I don’t have a ship-to-shore 
telephone, so no one can get to 
me at all. I don’t like telephones. 
Bad news I don’t want to hear. 
Good news I no longer need Then 
there’s the sheer beauty (rf this 
coastline seen from a boat. You 
never see it that way from land. 
It s a 
dream come true. 
The 
greatest luxury* imaginable." 
What, I asked, are some of the 
unfortunate aspects of yachting * 
“ If the cook and the captain 
are bad. you got a bad boat. Or 
if they don’t get along. No m at­ 
ter how much it costs or how 
beautiful it looks, you got a ^>ad 
boat." He added hastily, “ I’ve 
heard it from others. It s never 
happened with m e." 
"Then there s the lazy captain.** 
he shuddered. “You get up in the 
morning. It s a beautiful day. You 
say, 
Let s go to Corsica.’ The 
captain stares off at the horizon, 
shakes his head, and says. Some­ 
thing is cooking up over there.* 
You can’t see anything but how 
can you call your captain a liar? 
So you don’t go." 
Of course, the marvellous and 
terrible thing about any status 
symbol is that there’s no end to 
it. You work and slave ail your 
life to own a yacht. Finally, you 
have it — only to discover some 
of the very beat people have two 
yachts. 
As a m atter of fact, there s an 
even greater status symbol than 
owning a yacht which is not own­ 
ing a yacht — like Jack W arner 
or Prince Karim, two of the Riv­ 
iera’s most celebrated non-yacht 
owners, who are so rich they 
don’t need yachts to proclaim it. 
But. of course, you have to be 
fearfully rich to be able to afford 
no yacht at all.

Razor Black Found 
In Man's Cell 


Albert Wayne McKenzie, 23, of 
Finzel, who is serving a 9 0 -d a y ^ 
sentence in the Allegany C ountyW 
Jail, last night was given em er­ 
gency treatm ent at Sacred Heart 
Hospital after he apparently cut 
his left wrist and his throat with 
a double-edge razor blade. 
McKenzie was discovered lying 
on the floor of his cell about 
8 30 p. rn. by Eugene S. Lepley, 
40. of 613 Henderson Avenue, who 
was occupying the adjacent cell. 
Lepley said blood was gushing 
out of McKenzie's wounds. 
The y " mg prisoner was rushed 
to Sacred Heart Hospital in the 
police patrol wagon by Police 
Officers William Norris and Har- 
old Gibson. 
Deputy Sheriff George Harris 
was on duty at the time of the 
incident. Sheriff Paul C. Haber- 
loin arrived a faw minutes after 
the prisoner had been removed 
and inspected the cell. He found 
the razor blade lying on the floor 
at the edge of the cell. A Bible 
and religious magazine were on 
the 
prisoner's 
bunk. 
Several 
religious paintings were on the 
wall of the cell and Sheriff Hab- 
erletn said he believed McKenzie 
had painted them. 
Also on the edge of the bunk 
was a blood-stained leaflet 
The 
article bore the title: “ Personal 
Problems — How Shall We Solve 
Them'’” 
McKenzie was brought back to 
the jail on a stretcher about 9 IO 
p. rn. Seven sutures had been 
required to close the wrist wound. 
He had several smaller cuts near 
his throat. He was treated by Dr. 
Lewis Brings. The prisoner is to 
be returned to the hospital in five 
days for additional treatment.
